BATTLESHIP OKLAHOMA. 


Xew Fighting Boat to Bear Name of 
State. 


Washington, May 
2.—The 
highest 
significance is attached in Washing­ 
ton to two drastic anti-trust decis­ 
ions handed down by the Supreme 
Court today arising under the anti­ 
trust laws of the states of Tennessee 
and Mississippi. 
In the latter case the state was 
sustained in action it. took against 
about thirty lumber companies which 
were charged with violating the Miss­ 
issippi 
anti-trust 
law 
by 
forming 
and maintaining a combination to 
regulate and 
increase 
prices. 
The 
state sued to recover penalties, w hich 
at the maximum might aggregate the 
enormous sum of $345,000,000 and at 
the minimum $14,000,000. The fact 
that the Supreme court sustained the 
Mississippi law notwithstanding that 
the size of the penalties if enforced 
would mean the complete confiscation 
of the property of the lumber com­ 
panies, would seem to mean that in 
the view of the court there is abso­ 
lutely 
no limit to the extent 
to 
which a state may go for the pro­ 
tection of its people from the evils 
of monopoly. Sena*o* Percy of Miss­ 
issippi said this evening that the de­ 
cision of the supreme court in the 
case from his state was of the first 
importance and would have a far­ 
reaching effect. 
Tennessee Ouster Sustained. 
The Tennessee case involved the 
Standard Oil Company of Kentucky, 
which was charged with violating the 
state anti-trust law. The officials of 
Tennessee sought to oqst the Ken­ 
tucky corporation from the state as 
an anti-trust law breaker, and their 
efforts were sustained by a decision 
of the state Supreme court. From this 
decision the Standard Oil company 
of Kentucky appealed to the supreme 
court of the United States on a writ 
of error, and this appeal was today 
dismissed, leaving the Kentucky cor­ 
poration entirely at the mercy of the 
Tennessee authorities.

TEDST LOSS BATTLE. 


Highest Tribunal of land, Renders 


Verdict Against Them. 


Washington, May 
2—The highest 


significance Is attached In Washing- 
ton to two draatio anti-trust decis- 
ions handed down by the Supreme 
Court today arising under the anti- 
trust laws of the states ol Tennessee 
and Mississippi 


In the latter case the state was 


^sustained in action* it- took against 
about thirty lumber companies which 
were charged with violating the Miss- 
issippi anti-trust law by forming 
and maintaining a combination to 
regulate and increase prices 
The 


state sued to recover penalties, which 
at the maximum might aggregate the 
enormous sum of $345 000,000 and at 
the minimum $14,000,000 The fact 
that the Supreme count sustained the 
Mississippi law notwithstanding that 
the size of the penalties if enforced 
would mean the complete confiscation 
of the property of the lumber com- 
panies would seem to mean that in 
the view of the court there is abso- 
lutely no limit to the extent to 
which a state may go for the pro- 
tection of its peoo1*1 Crcm the evils 
of monopol} Sena o Percv of Mfss 
issippi said this evening that the de- 
cision of the supreme court in the 
case from his state was of the first 
importance and would have a far- 
reaching effect 


Tennessee Ouster Sustained. 


The Tennessee case involved the 


Standard Oil Company of Kentucky 
which was charged with violating the 
state anti trust law The officials of 
Tennessee sought to oijst the Ken- 
tucky corporation from the state as 
an anti trust law breaker, and their 
efforts were sustained by a decision 
at the state Supreme court From this 
decision tbe Standard Oil company 
Ot Kentucky appealed to the supreme 
court of the United States on a writ 
of error, and this appeal was today 
dismissed, leaving the Kentucky cor- 
poration entirely at the mercy ol the 
Tennessee authorities

At the close of a protracted con- 
rence of leading: "regular" fenubh- 


can senators tonight, it was apparent 
that the revolt of the senate "in- 
surgents" had been vi -tually success- 
ful, and that the sections of the bill 
relative to 
traffic 
agreements 
and 


mergers, which Senator Cummins and 
other insurgents have been fighting 
to amend, will be abandoned. 


Practically nothing distinctive 


the original bill will remain, save the 
sections providing for the creation o 
a court of commerce. Even that has 
had a pe-llous time in the house and 
nobody tonight is prepared to guar- 
antee that it will be enacted. 


In fact, the difference between the

Ago Interred in Pnuiier's Orave. 


Chickasha, Okla , May 1.—After be- 


ing held 35 months awaiting identifi- 
cation, the victim or the Frisco box 
car murder was buried yesterday. 
The body of the young man was 
found at this place in a box car Just 
arrived from Oklahoma City. 
The 


body being warm when found Justi- 
fied the belief that the murder had 
been committed en route. The oar 
showed signs of a terrible struggle. 
After being kiled both ears ot the 
victim were cut off. Since the body 
has been held by the local undertak- 
ers it is estimated 15,000 people have 
viewed It., Fathers, mothers, sisters, 
brothers and sweethearts have travel- 
ed long distances to view the re- 
mains, with the hope of identifying 
a missing loved one. Several times it 
was thought that the body had been 
dentifled, but when the person came 
no one claimed to know the identity 
of the corpse. The body was burled 
in a pauper's grave.

Verdict Against Them. 


Washingfon, May 2—The highest 


significance Is attached In Washing- 
ton to two draatio anti-trust decis- 
ions handed down by the Supreme 
Court today arising under the anti- 
trust laws of the states of Tennessee 
and Mississippi 


In the latter case the state was 


(sustained in action, it, took against 
about thirty lumber companies which 
were charged with violating the Miss- 
issippi anti-trust law by forming 
and maintaining a combination to 
regulate and increase prices 
The 


state sued to recover penalties, which 
at the maximum might aggregate the 
enormous sum of $345 000,000 and at 
the minimum $14,000,000 The fact 
that the Supreme couct sustained the 
Mississippi law notwithstanding that 
the size of the penalties if enforced 
would mean the complete confiscation 
of the property of the lumber com- 
panies would seem to mean that in 
the view of the court there is abso- 
lutely no limit to the extent to 
which a state may go for the pro- 
tection of its peop'o from the evil: 
of monopob Sena o Percv of Mfss 
Issippi said this evenmr that the de- 
cision of the supreme court in the 
case from his state was of the first 
importance and would have a far- 
reaching effect 


Tennessee Ouster Sustained. 


The Tennessee case involved the 


Standard Oil Company of Kentucky 
which was charged with violating the

Robbery is believed to have 
been the motive. Taylor, who came 
here about a year ago from Kansas, 
and rooms near the car barns, was 
conductor of car No. 22, of which A, 
iHiggins, living at 230 West Eleventh 
'street, is motorman. 


The conductor was attacked while 


hurrying to the tracks, being two 
car lengths from his own ca<- Hig- 
gins says he saw a blow struck, but 
an incoming (Belle Isle car, which 
made the turn at the same time, ob- 
structed his view, but the head lights 
of -which thiew a light on Taylor's 
body almost as it fell to the ground. 


Higgins immediately jumped from 


his place and went to Taylor's side. 
Higgins says he saw a man running 
south on the tracks and that he was 
'the same partj standing near Taylor 
as he was about to cross the tracks 
before the attack. 


A new cheap baseball was found at 


Taylor's side and officers are of the 
belief that this rolled in a handker- 
chief was used in the attack. This is 
discredited, however, by others, whom 
claim a heavier weapon was used, 
probably a blunt end of a revolver.
